Pump Bobs and Figures, 
Andrew Frazer shipped this morn- 
ing from the Reno Foundry a pump 
bob for the Union Shaft, Virginia. 
The bob weighs complete 32,000 


pounds, the largest ever made in this 
State. It will carry, when in place, 


80 tons as a counter balance to the 
pump rod. This will make one of 
seven bobs used in the Union shaft. 
The combined wéight of balance in 
the seven bobs is 210 tons. This, 
however, is ogly a portion of the 
weight set in motion by the pumping 
engine. The weight of the pump 

and water set in motion by every 
stroke of the engine, is somethbicg 
over four hundred tons, run ata speed 
of from three to ten strokes per min- 
ute. Foyr hundred tons per stroke, 
2.800 tons per minute, 168,000 tons per 
hour, 3,932,000 tons every 24 hours, 
is the weight moved by the pumping 
engine at the Union shaft.
